In 
my opinion it is now time to adopt a vigorous 
policy looking toward the punishment of 
offenders. We have obtained some indict- 
_ ents and the moral effect nds been decided. 
When railroad men recognize the full serious- 
ness of the punishment that may be inflicted 
upon them by disobeying the law they will 
certainly be much less careless. 

It is not alone the railroad men that need 


to be educated in this respect. The people 


themselves need educating, They must be 
brought to understand that it is a morally 
wrong act to give one man a lower rate of 
freight than auother for the same service. 
They must be brought to regard infractions of 
this law in the same manner that they do in- 
fractions of other Federal laws, People do 
not now, as a rule, appreciate that it is essen- 
tially a wrong act—a crime—to disregard the 


provisions for the equal treatment of the 


patrons of railroads. We must look to the 
newspapers to educate the public mind in 
this respect before the law can ever be en- 
forced. Tun Trisunge is doing most com- 
mendable work, and merits the hearty ap- 
probation of the commission.”

The lighterage was allowed in billing, but prop- 
erty was delivered at Jersey City local as per M. 
E. Staples’ (General Agent) letter attached. 

It is of course evident that this amounts to 
a direct cut of the seaboard rate of three cents 
a hundred, which is enough to give the ship- 
pers a decided advantage. It is interesting to 
note in connection with the above ciaim that 
the number of Swift & Co.’s claim was 6,606, 
which would indicate that the claims this firm 
has put in must aggregate a vast sum. 

New York, Lake Erie and Western claim 
No. 97,982 is in favor of Swift & Co „and is a 
duplicate of the one just quoted, with the ex- 
ception of the amount.

Standard Oil Profits. 


The payment of rebates in the form of 
lighterage charges is one of the most puzzling 
methods of circumventing the law adopted 
by the railroads terminating in New York. 
There are so many rules governing harbor 
transportation there that a great deal of 
manipulation can be done with lighterage 
rates without detection. In many cases noth- 
ing less than a searching official inquiry can 
clearly establish to just what extent rebates 
are paid under the cover of lighterage 
charges. In such an inquiry it would be in- 
teresting to take up claim No, 98,021 of the 
New York, Lake Erie and Western railroad, 
on the authority of which the Standard Oil 
company was paid Sept. 10, 1891, $356.02. The 
details of this voucher, a copy of which can 
be found upon page 682 of voucher book No. 
48, are as follows:

Foreign Service—Giladstone and the 
“tome Rule” Question—The Lockout 

in the Cotton Trade. i 
(Copyright, 1892, by the New York Associated Press.) 
Loxbox, April 15.—The revelations made in 
evidence on the state of the British ariny giv- 
en before the committee of inquiry presided 
over by Lord Wantage have been the sensa- 


tion of the week. The recommendations 


which the company previously published were 
a series of dry and formal propositions, indi- 
cating nothing of the extraordinary state- 
ments of the leading military chiefs. These 
were of such a nature as will lead to the most 
active agitation in Parliament as soon as the 
recess is over. A group of military members 
of the House of Commons has already seen 
War Secretary Stanhope privately and extort- 
ed from him a promise that the government 
will not obstruct a full discussion and conse- 
quent reforms. 

The Generals examined concurred in the 
opinion that there was hardly a single infan- 
try battalion at home effective. Adjt.-Gen. 
Sir Evelyn Wood declared that 50 per cent 


for camp duties; that they coyjd not do even 
a day’s service on account of their youth and 
lack of stamina, and that the only practice he 
dared to put such men to was two hours carry- 
ing the pack on sentry duty. The Duke of 
Cambridge, Commander in Chief, indorsed 
the startling statement, addmg that if called 
upon to mobilize two army corps on short no- 
tice the authorities could not do it, and he did 
not think it possible to mobilize one corps 
composed of twenty-five battalions of in- 
fantry. Lord Wolseley in response to 4 ques- 
tion as to whether the battalions as they now 
stand would be fit for home defense, replied: 

If we were invaded tomorrow they would 
be better than nothing.” He that the 
volunteer force was the most important fac- 
tor in detense. 

Home Army Depleted for Foreign Service. 

The Duke of Connaught said: I am per- 
fectiy certain that if the battalions. under my 
command at Portsmouth were ordered into 
service tomorrow one-half of them would not 
be allowed to go on account of unfitness,”’ 
The main cause of the weakness of home bat- 
talions is stated to be depletaon of their best 
men for foreign and colonial service. Lord 
Wolseley likened the home forces toa * 
lemon. The Duke of Connaught held that 
grown men would not join the service owing 
to the fact that wearers of the Queen’s uni- 
form are socially ostracized, and also because 
soldiers are wantonly burdened with excessive 
sentry duty. He told how, having noticed the 
numerous guards employed at Windsor Castle 
on sentry duty, he had induced the Queen to 
ask the authorities to reduce their number and 
otherwise to relieve them, but the authorities 
would not assent until strong vressure was 
brought to bear. 

The Duke of Connaught related a number 
of instances showing the contempt in which a 
soldier’s uniform is held. In one case drum- 
mers refused to drink at a steamer bar beside 
a pergeant, and in other cases inns closed their 
rooms to guards. In regard to methods of 
reform there was a consensus of opinion that 
a substantial increase of the strength of the 
home battalions would come from more lib- 
eral pay and better pensions. Views differed 
on the period of service, but agreed on the 
need of periodic training for reserve men, 
now proved, with volunteers, to be the sole re- 
liance in the event of war. |

A confetence of 
employers will decide the question as to arbi- 
tration Tuesday. If a majority insists upon a 
general prolonged stoppage the position of 
the workers, already grave, will be aggravat- 
ed. The struggle is unparalleled in the his- 
tory of the cotton trade. There are 66,000 
hands now idle and the number will be in- 
creased, including dependent trades, to 160,- 
000. Some of the workers’ unions are fairly 
gi to face the lockout, while others wiil 
starve.

The indictment next details 
the explosion at the residence of Judge Benoit 
in the Boulevard St. Germain,'and how, fail- 
ing to kill the Judge, they made a second 
attempt. how Ravachol and his fellow con- 
spirators, working by recipes they had pro- 
cured from the International, made a bomb 
and filled it with nitro-glycerine, mining 
powder, and sebastine. 

Ravachol, the indictment states, alone 
effected the explosion at the residence of 
Prosecutor Boulot in the Rue Clichy. He 
placed the explosive compound under the 
staircase in the belief that uone of the inmates 
of the house could possibly escape death. The 
indictment also reveals the fact that the pris- 
onerg were engaged ina plot to blow up the 
Palais de Justice at a time when it should be 
most crowded. 

A member of the staff of Le Soir today took 
Ravachol’s brother to the prison where the 
Anarchist leader is confined. There was an 
immediate recognition between the two men 
—a fact whichis regarded as having estab- 
lished the prisoner’s identity beyond a doubt.

Vulkovitch, the Bulgarian diplomatic agent 
at Constantinpple, who was stabbed some 
time ago while on the way to his club. These 
men were arrested in Constantindple for the 
murder, but owing to the efforts of the Rus- 
sian Consul were released. Subsequently they 
were. conveyed on a Russian steamer to 
Odessa. Shishmanoff did not take an active 
part in the murder, but it is charged, and the 
charge was supported by a number of wit- 
nesses, that he organized the plot and paid 
Tufekchef to do the killing.

Before carting away the poker players who 
were found at No. 134 Clark street Sergt. Cud- 
more and his detail of Central men visited 
No. 119 Clark street, top floor. No arrests 
were made, and for this reason, say the patice : 
We found but seven or eight men ir the 
room, and all of them wera men who belong 
about the premises. There was no poker 
playing going on, and as the room is used 
simply for club purposes we felt that we 
would be straining a point in placing any of 
them under arrest. Nostrangers were com- 
ing or going from the room; it is not a public 
resort, and theretore we could not see our 
way clear to act. 

Harry Rumaine, in speaking of the raid at 
No. 134 Clark street, said that as far as he 
knew there ve no effort made to be secret in 
the playing of poker at the above number. 
The doors were ,always wide open, with a 
guardian stationed there for the purpose of 
stopping minors or drunken men from enter- 
ing, he: said. re was no thought of 
violating the laws; considering the fact that 
poker is played all over the city, both in clubs 
and private residences, And for larger stakes,

REPORTED CAR-LOAD OF PLAGUE- 
INFECTED IMMIGRANTS. 


A Number of Health Officers on Hearing 
the Rumor Sought te Intercept the 
Train at Harvey—No Small-Pox, Variola 
or Any Other Infectious Disease Dis- 
covered—The New-Comers Found to Be 
Far Above the Average—They, Their 
Clothing, and Other Effects Fumigated. 


There was excitemeat in the Health Depart- 
ment yesterday afternoon, and prompt meas- 
ures were taken to guard the city from a 
threatened scourge. The first report was that 
a car-load of Italian immigrants, numbering 
eighty, bringing smal] pox and ship-fever with 
them, had left Cincinnati for this city and 
would reach here by the “Big Four“ train 
on the Illinois Central road at 5:35 o’clock. A 
message was sent to Cincinnati for particulars 
and the following reply was received: 

Train-load of immigrants {via Big Four. I have 
removed and igolated a very suspicious case. By 

means have your officers meet the train this 
evening and carefully examine passengers. There 
is a strong i. ae of variola. 
J. W. Prenbercast, Health Officer. 

This was not quite so etartling as the first 
rumor, but it was serious enough to induce 
the Health Officers to take quick steps to pre- 
vent the immigrants from entering the city if 
it could be prevented. Assistant Commis- 
sioner Hayt, Chief Medical Inspector E. Gar- 
rett, Secretary J. H. Kellogg, City Physician 
Colton, and Drs. Montgomery, Spalding, and 
Carey took the first train southward, intend- 
ing to reach Kensington, at least, before the 
arrival of the Big Four“ train and sidetrack 
the infected car there. On reaching Kensing- 
ton they found the train was an hour late, and 
so they went on to Harvey, where they met 
and boarded it. 

An examination of the immigrants there 
showed that there was no real danger lurking 
among them from small-pox or any other dis- 
ease. They were in fact a very healthy and 
unusually intelligent lot, and instead of eighty 
there were only thirty-four of them. Of the 
number two were youths and four were 
women. The only thing they complained oi, 
when questioned, was hunger. 

The Heelth Staff was not satisfied with a 
mere cursory examination, but proceeded to 
inake a thorough oe of every immi- 
grant on the cars. ost of them were tound 
to have been recently vaccinated, some of 
them on shipboard. A number of them were 
then and there vaccinated to make assurance 
doubly sure. Among them all not the slight- 
est symptoms of variola was discovered, and 
the car was allowed to be brought to the city. 
It was side-tracked, however, at the old Balti- 
more and Ohio Depot on the Lake Front, and 
the immigrauts were kept there until they 
themselves and all their clothmg and baggage 
were fumigated, 

Among them were Germans and Hun- 
arians, as well as Itahans. They had come 
rom different parts of their native countries, 

and arrived in New York on the steamers 

Fulda, Gascoigne. and a steamer from Ham. 

burg. Most of them will remain in this city,

William Holmes Lectures on A 
fore the ‘ hicago Social Seien 

William Holmes delivered a lect 
History and Philosophy of Anarch? before 
the Chicago Social Science club i} «Evanston 
Hall, No. 225 West Division street, ast night. 
Before the lecture commenced slit? of paper 
upon which was the following de} nition of 
anarchy, as given in the Century I jctionary, 
were distributed: % 

A social theory which regards thi. union of 
order with the absence of all direct 4 vernment 
of man by man as the political ideal} absolutely 
individual liberty. 4 

Mr, Holmes said in part: 5 

The history of anarchy is the historf ‘pf human 
freedom. Freedom from mental. po tical, and 
economic bondage. The history of anf com- 
menced with the first struggle agaiigit. human 
authority. Up to the end of the sixt enth cen- 
tury it was a struggle for mental free¢ om, which 
was gained, Up to the end of the eigh penth cen- 
tury there was a struggle for politica liberty, a 
denial of the divine right of kings. From the 
beginning of the nineteenth century there has 
been a struggle for economic liberty. 4 

Mr. Holmes reviewed the many lal 4r strikes 
and lockouts, and the establishing, pf trade 
unions and the history of labor. H gaid that 
they all showed the struggle that ha, deen and 
is going on for economic freedom, nd that 
the end would be achieved before tif{close of 
the present century. Anarchy wag not the 
doctrine of force and violence, he “declared, 
and quoted several eminent writera;on that 
subject. Society and government “vere en- 
tirely different things. and that y could 
exist and would be better without gitictive 
governinent. 9

these notes, which are paid out originally for 
the silver bullion purchased ‘monthly by the 
government, that the Secretary shall. under 
such regulations as he may prescribe, redeem 
such notes in gold or silver at his discretion, 
it being the established policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metals at a parity 
with each other upon the present legal ratio, 
or such ratio as may be provided by law.“ 
These notes had been issued on the Ist of this 
month to the amount of $89,602,000. The 
Treasury declares its readiness to redeem 
these notes in gold if they are offered for re- 
demption, and that metal is asked for. But 
they are not being offered for that purpose. 
Their holders see no necessity for converting 
them. 

There are also out silver certificates to the 
amount of $329,272,000. These were issued 
under the old silver law, and are specifically 
made redeemabie in silver dollars. No holder 
would assert that he had a right to demand 
their redemption in gold. 

It appears therefore that there are $436,000,- 
000 of paper out which the Treasury Depart- 
ment feels bound to redeem in gold if asked 
to do so, and that it has a gold reserve of 5124. 
779,000. The question has been asked what 


of gold were so depleted from any cause as to 
fall below the sum of a hundred millions. The 
answer is that the Secretary would proceed to 
sell bonds with which to replenish his supply 
of the yellow metal. The Secretary has stated 
repeatedly mat that would be his policy. 

The authority for this is found in the Specie 
Resumption act of January, 1875. That act 
says: 


prepare aud provide for the redemption in this 
act authorized or required, he is authorized to 
igsue, sell, and dispose of at not less than par in 
coin, either of the descriptions of bonds described 
in the act of Congress approved July 11, 1870, to 
the extent necessary to carry this act into effect, 
and to use the proceeds thereof for the purposes 
aforesaid. 

It is claimed that this power is a continuing 
one. In his report of December, 128. Sec- 
retary Sherman said: 

The power to sell any of th® bonds described in 
the refunding act continues after as well as do-

The soundness of this position seems to be 
generally admitted. The means of maintain- 
ing resumption should be always at hand. The 
act of 1870 referred to above authorized the 
issue of bonds to the amount of 51. 500, 000,000,

mands on the Treasury for gold which reduced 
its holdings below the sum of a hundred 
millions and threatened to clean out theentire 
stock. ‘The law of 1870 does not authorize the 
sale of a bond which shall be payable principal 
and interest in gold but in “coin.” It is 
a question whether capitalists would pay par 
in gold for a bond the principal and interest 
of which were made payable in coin if 
they had reason to fear that some future Sec- 
retary of the Treasury would pay both in 
silver dollars, which had ceased to retain their 
artificial parity with gold ones and were worth 
even in the United States only 66 or_67 cents. 
The action of the capitalists would be gov- 
erned entirely by their confidence in the 
ability of the United States to keop its silver 
at par with gold. If the two metals had 
parted company and the Secretary were to 
offer bonds for sale at par for coin the only 
coin he would get would be silver. The con- 
version into bonds of a large quantity of 
silver and the consequent reduction’ of the 
amount of that metal in circulation might raise 
the value of what remained, but would not 
fetch gold into the Treasury vaults, 

On the whole the best and safest thing to do 
is to legislate that there shall be no necessity 
for selling bonds to get gold. If enough 
silver were put in the silver dollar to make it 
actually worth as much as a gold dollar what- 
ever amount of silver in circulation would be 
at par with gold and the stock of that metal in 
the Treasury vaults would increase rather 
than diminish, for no one would want it for 
his legal tenders or*his Treasury notes. If 
the financiers at Washington are practical 
they will not spend their time in planning 
how they can get gold if they need it, but 
adopt such measures as will preclude the 
possibility of their being forced to hustle 
around to gst it.

RAILROAD TRANSPORTATION INIQUITIES. 

Tar Tutu of March7 published the re- 
sults of mterviews with a large number of 
shippers, railroad officials, members of com- 
missions, and others in regard to the work- 
‘ings of the Inter-State Commerce law. The 
facts there stated left no room to doubt that 
the law has been extensively and persistently 
violated by the granting of special _ favors in 


shippers”? by which they obtained an over- 
whelmingly unfair advantage as compared 
with people who would otherwise have been 
their competitors. The material part of those 
statements has been generally accepted as 
true, but some of those whose duty it is to en- 
force the law have intimated a Selief that it 
would be impossible to collect and present 
sufficient evidence to secure a legal conviction 
in the cases where there was no moral doubt 
in regard to the guilt of the men implicated. 
It was said the ruling in the Counselman case 
has put it out of the power of the commission 
to suecessfully prosecute offenders. To meet 
that point Tux°Trisune has collected a great 
mass of evidence of specific violation of the 
law and presents a portion of it in another 
part of this issue. The documents quoted 
show the following among other facts, and 
their genuineness can be ascertained by any 
one who may be disposed to doubt their au- 
thenticity: 

Certain named big packers in this city have 
obtained rebates of three cents per 100 pounds 
on shipments of meats to Jersey City by the 
convenient device of billing them to New 
York, and have enjoyed a regular rebate of a 
quarter of a cent per mile over and above the 
official allowance for the use of their own cars 
on the lines of the railroad companies, Other 
shippers have received rebates of two. cents 
per 100 pounds for “‘ texming,” and shippers 
of marble from Vermont have secured half 
that discriminative advantage without even 
the poor pretense of servide rendered. A 
Chicago dry-goods merchant received a vouch- 
er for a large sum on apoount services 
rendered,” with a hotification that it was nec- 
essary to use some such phrase ‘in order to 
come within the Inter-State Commerce law.“ 
The high numerals affixed to the quoted re- 
bate papers grauted to some of the Chicago 
packers indicate it to be as alleged, 
that they are inthe constant. receipt of such 
rebates, and sustain the veracity of the offi- 
cial intimation that two of the number are 
untiring applicants for rebates on every imag- 
inable pretext. Rebates have been granted 
on shipments of grain, malt, and brooms, as 
well as on meats and marble, and compli- 


sued ad libitum, in one case the receipt of a 
whole commutation book being duly acknowl- 
edged. The documents covering these and 
other points will form highly interest img read- 
ing for the many who are interested in seeing 
the law sustained, and hardly less so for those 
charged with having violated its provisions. 

Following these is a complete list of indict- 
ments that have been found for infractions of 
the law as it how stands on the statute books. 
It is understood that many of these will come 
up for trial next month, and there is little room 
to doubt that at least some of the hearings 
will result in conviction. The commission as 
at present constituted is more disposed to 
press the prosecution of offenders than in any 
previous year since the bill became a law. 
and it may well be hoped the consequence will 
be a wholesome dread sufficient to prevent 
such violations in the future. The proper 
punishment of a few would strike terror into 
the hearts of many who have hitherto laughed 
at the idea of their being held responsible. 
Probably it will help them to see that there is 
both reason and law in the claim persistently 
urged by Tun Trrstye that it is the duty of a 
railroad to use all its patrons alike without 
any discrimination in favor of persons, classes, 
or localities, If 8% there will be a marked 
purification in commercial methods, and the 
effect cannot be otherwise than beneficial in 
other directions, as vindicating the doctrine 
that in a republic the rights of all citizens 
are equal before the law. 
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. FOLLY OF WORKINGMEN. 

The Boston Journal says that the marble 
cutters and polishers of that city are having 
a practical exemplification of the results of 
‘tariff reform.’ An insufficient duty is permit- 
ting the local market to be filled with foreign 
marble, and where 150 cutters were busily em- 
ployed three years ago at good wages it is said 
that only twenty-five are now at work. This 
aptly illustrates on asmal! scale what would 
happen on a large scale if the Democratic 
party were in a position where it could reduce 
the tariff to a strictly revenue basis. Yet four- 
fifths of the marble-workers of Boston have 
habitually voted the Democratic ticket.“

While this 
paper was denouncing the track and its man- 
agers the other paper had no fault to find 
with it and even gave it an editorial indorse- 
ment.

CORRECTING SOME UNNECESSARY BLUN- 
DERS. 

A Chicago paper, which was born too late 
to be familiar with the early history of the 
Newberry Library, has been betrayed into 
making some statements regarding it which 
need correction, in justice to both the living 
and the dead trustee. It is stated first that— 

Trotting out ancient history about the New- 
berry Library to give artificial value to a long- 
projected transfer of its neglected assets serves 
only to illustrate how the wise and generous in- 
tention of a deviser may be’ baffled and delayed 
by those to whom he gave the execution of his 
plans. It was his wish that the great fort- 
une he had made in Chicago, so largely in conse- 
quence of the natural growth of the city, should 
be devoted in part to the promotion of intelligence 
for its youth. 

Mr. Newberry’s will was drawn im 1866 by 
Judge Mark Skinner. The provision relative 
to the library was not Mr. Newberry’s idea, 
but was suggested to him and urged upon him 
by Judge Skinner. It was to take effect only 
on whatiseemed then the remote and dubious 
contingency of the death of both the daughters 
without issue. Mr. Newberry had two daughters 
in good health. He expected them and their de- 
scendants to inherit his estate, and he did not 


seriously think that a part of it would go to 


„ the promotion of intelligence.“ As it turned 
out, hoe builded better than he knew.“ 

It is stated further that— 

Aithough perfectly free to dedicate a vast sum 
at their disposal forthwith [1871] to the purpose 
designated, these two trustees, by what processes 
of logic only themselves have known, so managed 
the business that, although a quarter-century will 
soon have passed since Mr. Newberry's death, 
there is yet no complete library buiiding, nor will 
there be for considerably longer time. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois decided that 
the trustees could not dedicate a vast or any 
other sum to library purposes forthwith.“ 
The result of litigation commencing in 1877 
and ending in 1883 was that the court held that 
the estate could not be divided between the 
various parties in interest until the death of 
the widow. That happened in December of 


1885, and thereupon the division of the estate. 


between the library fund and the nephews and 
nieces of Mr. Newberry was begun. This 
task was a long and complicated one. 

Another allegation is that— 

The management of the temporary library has 
been equally peculiar. Although a great sam of 
money has been constantly at the disposal of the 
trustees there are now only 60,000 volumes ac- 
quired. 

Ac- 
cording to the report of the Librarian bearing 
date Jan. 5, 1891, the whole number of books 
then in the tibrary was 60,614, of these 23,242

FIFER’S GATN STEADY. 


THE PRESENT OUTLOOK REGARD- 
ING INSTRUCTIONS. 


Claims of Judge Collins’ Friends and the 
Facts in the Case—Where Cook County 
Women Will Vote Today—-German Lath- 

raus to Hold a Meetine-—-United States 
Senators for Harrison—The, Situation in 
the First Congressional District—Other 
Political Matters. : : 
Gov. Fifer is the only candidate instructed 

for at the Woodford Republican County con- 
vention Thursday, and it now begins to look 
as if there would be 10 more instructions for 
any of the State candidates on the Republican 
side except Fifer till the end of the chapter. 
Even the “favorite son instructions are not 
looked upon as in good political form at this 
stage of the canvass. ‘he candidate who is 
likely to suffer most is Auditor Pavey. His 
friends of the private banks and the insurance 
companies have been rushing matters at a 
great rate, and he has about 170 delegates in- 
structed for him so far. But as over 500 have 
been chosen, and as there will be 1,245 dele- 
gates in the convention, this does not seem to 
be sufficient for success. 

Though Judge Collins’ friends are asserting 
daily that only 200 of the 527 delegates already 
selected are for Gov. Fifer, the latter’s friends 
do not agree that, the figures are accurate. 


And Gov. Fifer’s friends also say in reply: | 


What of it? No other candidate has a fourth 
as many, and the opposition could not muster 
as many votes cn any one man as the Collins 
men concede to Fifer.’’ 

They go further and assert that ofthe 527 
delegates already selected 361 are for Fifer. 
Over 200 of these have been instructed for him. 
The others of the 361 have pledged themselves 
personally or by written letter to support the 
Governor for a renomination. Of the other 
166 delegates 75 are »pledged to other candi- 
dates, Horace S. Clark commanding the al- 
legiance of 40 for a complimentary vote, at 
least. ‘This leaves 91 indoubt, and Mr. Fifer’s 
friends claim he will have his share of the 
number. The Fifer men make their claims 
calmly, deliberately, and without the least 
appearance of boasting. They are certainly 
the most confident set of iticians support- 
ing any candidate who is likely to appear be- 
fore the convention. 

Judge Collins’ friends’ hope is based on the 
belief that if Fifer fails to get the nomination 
on the first formal ballot the convention will 
break from him and go to Collins, But 
Horace Clark’s friends have similar hopes. 
Judge Cédllins’ supporters say that his sup- 
porters from Cook County will be sufficiently 
numerous to form the nucleus and the rally- 
ing party of the winning combination.

GERMAN LUTHERANS DISGUSTED. 


Are Incerised by the Talk of Ir 
' responsible Politicians. 

There is much indignation among leading 
German Lutherans at the unwarrantable 
manner in which their creed, their principles, 
and they, themselves, have been dragged into 
State politics by certain interested individuals. 
A number of their representatives called on 
one of the leading German papers a few days 
ago to enter a protest and to set themselves 
right on the main issue. They said—and 
their statement has been published in the 
German paper in question—that the German 
Lutherans on 2 are not taking any par- 
and Democrats according to their individual 
leant and views. They are not for Collins 
as against Fifer, nor for Fifer as against Col- 
lins, nor for Altgeld against either, because 
they are Germans or Lutherans. They will 
vote for one or the other if given the oppor- 
tunity according to their/ political views and 
to their personal impressions of the men. 

They are opposed to the present compulsory 
school law because in their opinion it injur- 
iously and improperly interferes with parental 
control of the education of their children.

satisfactory. They utterly repudiate the busy-

26, when an authoritative pronouncement will 
be agreed upon and issued fur the guidance of 
their representatives in the conventions that 
are to follow. Itis expected that this pro- 
nouncement will not be at all pleasing to W. 
H. Tatge. It is further expected that the 
declaration of the Republican State conven- 
tion in favor of uw repeal of the Compulsory 
Education law will take the question entirely 
out of politics and will deprive the Tatges of 
their political stock in trade. 


COOK COUNTY WOMEN BALLOT TODAY 


They Can Vote Where School Di- 
rectors Are to Be Chosen. 

It is probable that many women will vote 
under the law passed last session for school 
officers in the distriets of Cook County where 
School Directors are to be elected today, ex- 
cept in Cicero—which is under the jurisdiction 
of the City Election Com missioners—which has 
made no provision for the registration of 
women. And under the law. no person can 
vote at any election in Cicero unless regis- 
tered. Butin Norwood Park, Harlem, May- 
wood, Riverside, Lyons, Morgan Park, Blue 
Island, and Lemont, women will vote without 
doubt. They need not be registered there, 
and as the law and the decisions stand they 
have the right to vote. 

Ine Supreme Court when it decided that 
woman could not vote for County Superin- 
tendent did not make any decision on the 
question whether women could vote for school 
officers not mentioned in the Constitution. 
That question was not before it. In some 
places, as in Evanston and Morgan Park, 
women have been named for School Directors 
and many women will go to the polis to vote 
for them.

Buildings Rapidly Approaching Comple- 
tion—Lamber and Iren Pl :eed., 

Five of the World's Fair buildings at Jack- 
son Park have their structural work, such as 
carpentry and iron, completed, and are ready 
for the interior plasterers and Jecorators. 
These buildings so near final completion are 
the Woman's, Trausportation, Horticulture, 
Fisheries, Mines and Mining, and Dairy. 
W hile these are the farthest. along, there is a 
general closing up of the lines on all the 
structures. Heavy construction is in prog- 
ress on the Manufactures, Electricity, and 
Machinery 2 1 At the same time 
staff work is progressing on each, 

During the week an average of 6,000 men 
have been daily employed, and while the 
buildings are going up the terrace walls 
around the interior waterways are being 
treated with staff covering, and the landsca 
— are busy throughout the grounds.

was broke but ten days ago, is now being 
roofed.

CONNECTICUT BUILDING DESIGN. 


It Is to Be After the Style of an Old Colonial 
Mansion~—Description of It. 

Harrrorp, Conn., April 14.—[Special.]— 
The design chosen for the Connecticut Build- 
ing at the World’s Fair is in striking contrast 
with the edifice at the Philadelphia Exposi- 
tion. This was in the general style of an an- 
cient far m-house, with the rear roof sloping 
‘early to the ground; quaint small-paned 


dle portion covered with scallop-fashioned 
shingles. The interior was of smoke-stained 
wood, and prominent in the great central 
room was a huge fireplace with andirons. 
This was a representative house of the aver- 
age well- 6 Connecticut farmer. 

The Chicago building is modeled. after the 
mansion houses of the wealthy men of the 
colonial days—the magnates and rulers of that 
period. Half a dozen designs were submit-

with colonial-pitch roof surmounted by a 
small railed balcony or deck such as was 
commonly built on the houses of merchants 
at the seaports, and from which they watched 
the movements of their vessels.

If they are compelled 
to fight for a chance to get food at the restau- 
rat. ts in the city and at the Exposition grounds 
the result will be dissatisfaction with such 
treatment. Visitors must be assured that 
they can be furnished with at least twu meals 
a day at the hotels, boarding-houses, and pri- 
vate residences where they sleep, or else the 
attendance at the Fair will be greatly dimin- 
ished. 

Besides, lodgmg-house keepers must be 
guaranteed that such rooms as they may set 
aside will be constantly filled, or an arrange- 
ment made of a satisfactory character to meet 
any failure to use them.

The “Varicram” Sh kspeare. 

The ninth volume in the invaluable Vari- 
orum Edition of Shakspeare 1s The Temp- 
est,” a play thateven the fastidious Pepys 
was fain to admire. The drama 1s edited 
with the same thoroughness and accuracy to 
which we are accustomed from Mr. Furness. 
The text of the play as it has come dowa to us 
in the Folio—there is uo Quarto - is of remark- 
able purity. Yet, with the exception of 
“ Hamiet” and Julius Camsar,’’ no play bas 
been more liberally annotated than this; and 
there is one obseure passage—Miranda’s 
Most busy lest, hie 1 to it“ (Act III., 
Scene 1)—which “has received a greater 
nuinoer of emendations and staggers under a 
heavier weight of comiinent than any other in 
Shakspeare, not excepting even Juliet’s run- 
away s eyes. Eleven ciosely-prigted pages 
of notes, involving a reference to more than 
seventy authorities, are devoted by Mr, Fur- 
ness to this passage alone. 

Mr. Furness himself contributes an interest- 
ing suggestion with regurd to a passage in

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“Studies in American Architecture,” by 
| Montgomery Senuyler. 

This is a collection of more or less discon- 
nected essays on architettural kindred 
subjects, some of which we recognize as hav- 
ing deen already published m different 
periodicals. They form an attractive and 
readable book, which is well worthy of study 
by the general public as well as by professional 
architects. The criticism of existing Ameri- 
can architectural work is mainly cunfined to 
examples from New York and Chicago, and 
eannot, therefore, be said to review the entire 
field of American architecture. The reader is 
surprised at the absence of any reference to 
.Ameriean coun „m the designing of 
which by far the and most characteristic 
American work has been dene. He is equally 
surprised .at finding a chapter about the 
Brooklyn bridge, which certainly has no 
place in a study of architecture. 

The author's criticism of the many tricks 
and shams cf recent Américan “ architect- 
ure (so-called) is excellent, and would be 
wholesome medicine for about nine-tenths of 
the profession. Occasionally, however, it is 
needlessly personal, and is too Ruskinesque 
to be of real service to the ave architect. 
Mr. Sehuyler d es not make sufficent allow- 
ance for deep-rooted popular prejudice 
to which architects are often obliged to yield 
in spite of their oon better judgment. His re- 
mark touching the performances of a name- 
less architect on a certain street front in New 
York—** They call for the intervention of an 
architectural police —is delicious. He might 
have added that there are many architects 
now at large in Chicago fr whom an archi- 
tectural hangman is urgently demanded. The 
education of the popular taste, however, is the 
only real remedy for this state of things. 

In his remarks on the evii effect of haste the 
writer, in our opinion, touches the heart of 
the matter. The demand for ‘immediate re- 
sults is perhaps the greatest stumbling-block 
the Atuerican architect has to encounter. Mas- 
terpieces in the way of ten-story office build- 
ings cannot be evolved in one month or in 
three, even by a Richardson. Yet every archi- 
tect is constantly urged to produce ia a few 
weeks what ought to be the work of months. 
We repeat it, the public must take its share of 
the blame for the architectural crimes Of

Prief Mention, 

“Jasmin,” by Samuel Smiles. Jasmin, the 
barber-poet of Agen, is best known to Aineri- 
@ans as the author of a poem translated by 
Longfellow— The Bliad Girl of Castel 
Cuill4&”’ In bis note to.the translation Long 
fellow said: “Jasmin, the auth»r of this 
beautiful poem, is to the s uth of France 
what Burns is to the south of Scotland, the 
representative of the heart of the people; one 
of those happy bards who are born witb their 
mouths full of birds (lu bouco pleuo d’aouve 
lous), He bas written his own biography in 
a poetic form, and ne simple narative of his 
poverty, his struggles, and his triumphs is 
very touching. e still lives at Agen, on the 
Garonne; and long may be live there to de- 
light his native land with native songs. Jas- 
min, who died in 1864, was not one of the 
unfortunate poets whose aierits are only 
recognized after their death. Medals, laure! 
wreaths, and other tokens of appreciation 
were showered upon him with wearisome pro- 
fusion. Nor was Jaumin unconsvious of his 
talents. God only made four Frenchmen 
poets,” he said tu Mr. A. B. Reach, “and 
their names are Corneille, Lafontaine, 
Béranger, and Jasmin.“ He turned his popu- 
larity to good account, indeed. His public 
recitations of his own poems realized no less 
than $300,000, all of which was devoted to re 
ligious and philanthropic uses. 

Jasmin did for the Gaséun dialect of the 
langue doe what the author of Mireio “ 
bas done for the dialect of Provence. The 
Gaston speech was fast becoming obsolete 
when Jasmin began to write. He compiled 
ms own lexi¢on, taking the utmost‘ pains to 
recover and preserve oid Gascou phrases 
which were only to be heard in the remotest 
districts. Translations from Jasmin by vari- 
ous hands—some of them very tremulous and 
uncertain—are given by Dr. Smiles, in whose 
poorly written, padded book much iateresting 
matter has been collected. On page 31 the 
visit of Charles Nodier to Agen—an event of 
some importance in Jasmin’s life—is said to 
have taken place in 1882, when Jasmin was 34. 
But on page 50 we are told that after the pub- 
lication (in 1825) of Jasmin’s first volum 
1 —ů * Nodier, his old frieud; cho h 
entered the barber’s shop some years before 
to imtereede between the poet and his wife, 
sounded Jasmin’s praises in the Paris jour- 
nals.“ For carelessness like this there is no 
excuse, — York: Harper & Bros.)

Inqpreine Reaper, Chicago: A bacterium 
is a microscopic vegetable organism which occars 
usually in the. form of a jointed, rod-like filament. 

The term 
“microbe” is frequently applied to various mi- 
croscopic plants or their pores. It has become 
synonymous with bacteriam. 

J. M. Mart, Peoria, III.: If the cost of 
an article is Ai and it sells at $1.5 the 25 cents 
profit is 25 per cent of the cost and 20 per cent of 
the selling price. It is usual to say in such a 
ease that one makes 25 per cent on the investment, 
although the percentage can be estimated on the 
selling price if it isse agreed by those concerned 
in the matter. 


A Constant Reaper, Chicago: According 
to a great German chemist the best composition 
for matches consists of phosphorus four parts. 
niter ten, fine glue six, red olive five, and smalt 
two parts. “Safety” locifer matches are made 
in which a part of the combustibles,as the phospho- 
‘rus are placed upon one surface, a piece of sand- 
paper for instance, while the other part contain- 
ing chlorate or nitrate of potash is placed on the 
tip of tne match. Neither match nor sand-paper 
singly will take fire from friction except when 
rubbed against each other. 

A Tracnuer, Joliet, III.: The exact length 
of the year is 36554 days and the correction in the 
calendar is applied only by leap year every fourth 
year. Thus in the course of three years the equi- 
nox accumulates a variation of twenty-four 
hours. In addition to this the leap year itself is 
not an exact correcuon of the calenlation, and 
once in 100 years it is dropped out, with the ex- 


ception of the fourth century. This being the 


case the equinox falls ata constantly earlier pe- 
riod teward the end of each century. In this 
way it varies from early inthe morning of tne 
22d back to late in the evening of the 19th. 


J. M. Hassroox, Chicago: Under the sys- 
tem in use in this country each great survey is 
based upon a meridian line run due north ana 
south by astronomical measurement the whole 
extent of the survey in these directions and upon 
3 standard parallel or base-line similarly estab- 
lished with great accuracy. Each survey is desig- 
nated by the measurement on which it is based, 
and of the principal meridians thas estab- 
lished six are designated by numbers and eight- 
een or more by special names. There are in IIli- 
nois two of these established north and south 
lines known respectively as the third and fourth 
principal meridians. 

Reaper, Chicago: Following is an explana- 
tion of the cautionary and storm signals as dis 
played at the weather office, Auditorium tower: 
A red flag with a white center indicates that the 
winds expected will be high. but not especially 
dangerous; a red flag with a black center indi- 
cates that the storm is expected to be severe; the 
pennants displayed with the flags indicate the di- 
rection of the wind; red, easterly (from northeast 
to south); white, westerly (from southwest to 
north): the pennant above the flag indicates that 
the wind is expected to blow from the northerly 
quadrant; below from the southerly quadrant. 
The information signal consists of a red pennant 
similar to the direction pennants, and when dis- 
played alone indicates that the local observer has 
received information from tae central office of a 
storm covering a limited area. 


Reaper, Chicago: The planet Mercury now 
sets closely after the sun, coming to inferior con- 
junction next Tuesday, the 19th. Venus is a promi-

What Ball-Room Decorations Cost. 

Little more than twenty years ago $100 or $125 
was considered an extravagant amount to pay 
for decorations for a ball in London. In 1871 the 
great furor for elaborate floral decoration be- 
gan. aod was instigated by the late Sir Edward 
Scott, who gave up his house for three days to 
his florist, with carte blanche orders to charge 
what be liked, e only stipulation being 
t the hantdsomest decoration of the. sea- 
son must be produced. Everybody imitated 
this extravagance, one of the most elubo- 
rate examples being the “ Hanging Gardens of 
Babylon.“ on the occasion of a ball given by tbe 
Marquis of Bristol, when six tons of cut ivy were 
used alone, to give a castellated effect to the bare 
walisofan improvised ballroom. A few days 
afterward Gerard Leigh gave a magnificent en- 
inment, the flowers of which cost $2,500. 
hortly afterward Mrs. (now Lady) Sutton gave

COVERED WITH HUMAN SKELETONS. 


The Story of San Nicolas Island and Its 
„Last Inhabitant, 

San Francisco Hwaminer:. On the lonely 
wind-swept Island of San Nicolas, eighty 
miles off the coast of Ventura County, where 
as far back as the memory of man runs 
hundreds of grisly white skeletons have dot- 
ted the valleys and hillsides, local archzolo- 


gists are now gathering the relics of a strange 


extinct race. ! 

The island is ten miles long and oval in 
shape, being four miles across at the widest 
part. Strange utensils of serpentine, sand- 
stone, and steatite are found there among the

Sixteen years later Capt. George Nideyer 
and two men went from the coast on a sloop 
to hunt otter off San Nicolas. On landing 
they were, like Crusoe, astonished to discover 
human footprints in the sand. They saw no 
one, however, and a storm compelled them to 
put to sea. 

It was two years thereafter thatthe ad- 
venturous Captain, revolving in his mind the 
sight of the footprints in the uncanny island. 
determined to go and discover and bring over 
the lonely woman of whom he had vaguely 
heard, en accompanied him, and at length 
they saw on the surf-beaten shore a woman 
with long tawny hair, dressed in a queer garb 
of colored birdskins, and scraping with a bone- 
knife the blubber from a seal. 

They surrounded and approached her 
stealthily, and although suddenly confronted 
she did not appear in the least -afraid, but 
smiled, and then fallmg on her kuees prayed 
to the sun. The wild woman offered no ob- 
jection when byrsigns she was made to under-

They reached Santa Barbara across. the 
rough sea, and the first thing the Indian wom- 
an saw was Dr. S. L. Shaw, now 80 years old 
and yet living there, ridinga horse. She had 
never seen or heard of any object like it and 
thought the man and horse were one, and she 
knelt on the shere and offered her devotions 
to it. Tw weeks afterward the last inhab- 
itant ok ibbed, tempes San 
Nicolas died from eating food to which she 
wes unaccustomed, furnished by her rescu- 
ers, and the curtain fell on her strange race 
forever. . 

Wild dogs had eaten her child. Her dress 
of red and blue feathers, a wonderful crea- 
tion of barbarie hands, was sent to the Pope 
of Rome. Relie hutiters have gathered mor- 
tars, pestles, ollas, toy steatite candoes, 
and other curious thmes there for 
some years past. and shipped them to 
various Eastern and European universities. 
Skeletons and parts of skeletons have also 
been collected in large-numbers, but today 
the bones of thousands of Indians are scat- 
tered about there. Some he face down, indi- 
cating that they have fallen in battle. There 
are so many human relics there that San Nic- 
olas is known as the “ Isle of Skulls,“ 

“The lonely island, whose highest part is 
but 1,040 feet above the sea,” said a resident 
of Ventura recently, is noted for the high 
artistic ‘class of many of its relics.
